bert Spencer's “ Synthetis Philo so phy,’ 
tho ugh his minu was the nearest ap­ 
pro ach to that o f Speccer that is re­ 
co rded in histo ry. 
Spencer's predeces­ 
so rs and 
co ntempo raries have made 
him a po ssibility while Aristo tle had 
practically neither predecesso rs no r 
o jntempo rary. 
This o ne has wro ught a sum o f hu­ 
man kno wledg e almo st beyo nd belief 
into a synthesis sublime and majestm, 
but hi« predecesso rs and co ntempo rar­ 
ies have made the acquisitio n o f this 
kno wledge a po ssibility. 
It was no t so 
with Aristo tle.
